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Advisory Action 

1. The following advisory action is in response to communications received 1/29/2007. 
2 Applicant's arguments with regards to Hsu et al. (U.S. 5,581,691) have been fully 
considered, but they are not persuasive. In the remarks. Applicant argues that Hsu et al. does not 
teach or suggest selectively storing data associated with a schedule in a storage medium based on 
the latency comparison. 

In response to argument. Examiner respectfully disagrees. Hsu et al. teaches that 
workflow events with actions are managed by the system. The actions are instantiated when a 
sufficient amount of input event signals are received to start such an action. Thus an attribute of 
the action (an input condition) is compared to a threshold of received signals. Based on this 
comparison, the event is instantiated and state and log information is stored in the system. See 
column 3, lines 10-25, column 5, column 7, lines 50-60, column 8, lines 30-45, column 10, hnes 
5-20, column 11, lines 50-65. See also colunrn 13, lines 25-40 and 50-60, column 15, lines 5-15, 
which further discloses the selective storing.
